ment at a district Scout 
meeting. 

Newbery, E. IM. rBert) 
Embree and George Shlpw.sy 
decided such a monument 
was needed In Sierra Madre 
tf) continue the Boy Scout 
movement. They chose Me¬ 
morial Park as a pos.sible 
site since WWII wa.s ju.'d 
over and many Siena Ma- 
dreans who had been Boy 
.Scouts had been .«acrlficed to 
the war. Where best to put 
the monument but in Me¬ 
morial Park? 

Embree appeared before 
the Sierra Madre City Coun¬ 
cil January 1.3. 1948 .md the 
request for the monument 
was granted. 

Ev'eryonc worked together 
to construnct the obelisk, and 
to quote a letter from Em¬ 
bree, 'Tt was not long at all 
before the plans-on-papei 
took physical shape on the 
ground. Material was do¬ 
nated by ex . Scoutmaster 
Harold Soars; forms were 
fabricated by Spears' job 
foreman and former Scout 
.Sam Embree; pipe and chain 
donated by former Scout and 
leader Tom Schwartz of the 
local hardware store (at that 
time): flagstone given bv ' 
Reginald Barrett, local 
Scouter In the land.sceping 
business (at that time); ano 
the plaque was cast by thr- 
Braun Foundry of Alhambra 
and donated through the et- 
■ Ports -or the -then - SB .year 
Scouting veteran, 'Ted 
Davey.”

Be careful where you 
Walk in Memorial Park 


Anyone who hat bean walking or running through Me¬ 
morial Park recently had better look down instead of up 
since the park is fast becoming the animal bathroom of 
the community. 

ThAte's nothing wrong with walking leashed dogs through 
the lush, grassy area but owners should be expected to clean 
up after their animals. 

According to Dr. Ernest Williams, veterinarian at Hast¬ 
ings Ranch Animal Clinic, the common round worm inhabiting 
dogs it spread from one dog to another and to children 
through feces. 

In humans this disease becomes "visceral larval migrant" 
and the egg never becomes an adult worm but stays in 
the larval form, inbedding itself in human muscle. 

The disease reacts much like "trichinosis" and it hard 
to detect. The pain it extreme and a child hat difficulty 
describing its localisation. Dr. Wiliams explains. 

Another common ailment contractable by other ani¬ 
mals it "coccidiosit," a disease caused by a parasite which 
spreads into the intestinal tract. It is a debilitating disease 
for older animals and puppies. In fact, puppies often don't 
survive the disease. Dr. Williams cautions. 

"Parvovirus" it a problem which is patted to other 
dogs through dog feces and it is fast becoming an inter¬ 
national problem. Dog owners who know this disease it in 
the area are urged by veterinarians to keep their animals 
in their own yards and not walk them in public placet. 

Again, puppies usually expire since their susceptibility 
it to much greater to illness than in an adult dog. 

Dr, Williams adds that in Amsterdam there are graphic 
signs drawn on tidewaks demanding that dog owners clean 
up after their animals. 

"All you need it a bag and a trowel," he explains. 
"You don't need a super dooper pooper scooper." 

Williams alto reminds the community that all dogs off 
their own property should be leashed. 

According to police representatives, a dog can break 
loose from hit home leash or dig hit way out of hit fenced- 
in yard and be running loose without his owner's knowledge. 

( 

Then there are those dog owners who let their animals 
out to run, not leashing them at all. 

"If we catch a dog running loose, we turn it over to 
the Humane Society in Pasadena, and the Humane Society 
gives the owner o citation," Sgt. Chris Chr’stensen from 
the Sierra Madro Police says. 

So those persons who find their dogs missing should 
contact the Humane Society. 

It's the individual's responsibility as an owner to care 
for the dog, Christensen says, not turn it loose to let cars 
run over it. 

Christensen estimates that three to four Sierra Madre 
domestic animals are run over monthly. About 10 dogs from 
Sierra Madre are taken to the Humane Society per month. 

It's everyone's responsibility to care for his or her 
animal, making sure the dog is fed and treated medically. 

Let's all use Memorial Park as a place to enjoy nature, 
a place to walk, jog, or just sit and delight in springtime 
in Southern Caifornia.

Throughout the ages, the 
sea has somehow held title 
as the leading sotirce for tall 
tales and wide-eyed dreams. 
I hereby nominate the moun¬ 
tains as an equally enchan¬ 
ting force for such lore. 

For every account of trca.s- 
lire burled beneath the ocean 
Is a story of riches hidden 
in the mountains. For every 
sailor who longed about 
navigating to new lands is 
a mountaineer who dreamed 
about blazing trails. 

A case in point is the 
slopes overlooking Sier r a 
Madre. 

Intelligent beings from 
the low lands are still drawn 
to the hills at the mere men¬ 
tion of gold. 

lust the other day. a writer 
from Long Beach asked the 
.Sierra Madre News for back¬ 
ground on some desperados 
who allegedly robhrd a local 
hank In the 1930s and left 
the loot behind in a canyon 
above us. My initial research 
has not substantiated the 
story. But there’s enougli 
adventure In me to do more 
probing one of these days. 

Until then, there is a file 
of enough hlstoricel inci¬ 
dents, fortified by uhetos and 
drawings, to keep the reputa¬ 
tion of the San r.ahriels in¬ 
tact. 

There’s Tlburicio Vasquez, 
the bandit who built hide¬ 
outs near Chilno and ter- 
lorized ranchos Ixdow with 
his gang until he was hanged 
in 1875. 

There is “Monarch" the 
inammouth grizzly b e a r, 
finally captured in lf^9 and 
shlpp^ off to a San Fran¬ 
cisco zoo. 

Thei-o’s the Hermit of Big 
Santa Anita Canyon, a one- 
eyed. shaggy-bearded fellow 
who lived in a wiiidowless 
.stone hut. conked herbs and 
helped people build moun¬ 
tain cabins before the turn 
of the century. 

'Two mountain episod c s 
come to mind which were de 
void of bizarre characters, 
but meaningful to Sierra Ma 
dre’s development. Both 
events bear Important dates 
in February. 


TRAVEL 


The same year that "Mon¬ 
arch’’ wa.' corralled in a 
bear trap. Harvard Univer¬ 
sity professor William Pick¬ 
ering looked for a mountain 
top on which to place hl« 
telescope. He narrowed his 
choices to the East Coast 
and to Southern California. 
Pickering and a gn>up of 
astronomers rented horses in 
Sierra Madre. climbed Ben¬ 
jamin Davis Wilson’s re¬ 
vamped Indian trail and, 
upon reaching the peak, de¬ 
cided to make this their star¬ 
gazing home. 

On February 20, 1889, Pic¬ 
kering’s 13 - inch telescopx- 
arrived at the Bald win 
Ranch railroad station and 
was taken to the foot of 
the Wilson trail In Sierra 
Madre. Pickering discovered 
an error. ’The instrument 
weighed more than twice 
what he had calculated and 
would have considerable dif¬ 
ficulty making it up the 
rugged grade. 

Kckering contemplated re¬ 
turning to Massachu.so 11 s 
and conatructing his labcra 
tory there. After •’cveral davs 
of pondering he concluded. 
“No, let’.s try it here.’’ 

Six men, two horses and 


N. Carter formed the Sierra 
Madre and Antelope Valley 
Toll Road. They threw in 
$15,000 and planned to create 
trails from the town all the 
way to the desert, then 
charge 25 cents per camper. 

Carter, my great uncle, re¬ 
corded In his memoirs the 
rough experiences which the 
four encountered while cut. 
ting swaths through the 
chapparel. On one occasion. 
Carter and a companion 
could not reach camp by 
nightfall. They slept without 
blankets beside a fire, turn¬ 
ing themselves over from 
time to time to warm the 
cold side of their bodies. Din¬ 
ner consisted of beef Jerky; 
breakfast, a biscuit divided 
in half. 

For the grand opening or 
February 18, the four led n 
party of "ladles in petticoats 
and gentlemen" on burros to¬ 
ward Winter Creek, the com¬ 
pleted leg of the grand plan. 
The guests grew tired and 
quit, two miles short of the 
destination. 

It wa.s a sign of things to 
come for SM&AATTR.

’The Wilson Observatory, 
called the Harvard Observa¬ 
tory back then, went on to 
such scientific discoveries as 
the origin of the Universe — 
the "Big Bang” theory - 
and becam.e a source of pride 
for its nearest city.

He fell 10 to 20 feet into 
a chute of shale, and re¬ 
ceived a .severe laceration on 
his left leg when .o hunk 
of shale penetrated his up¬ 
per leg.
